LONDON, Ifeb. 10.—The German eruiser
Karlstruhe |8 now operating from n base
on the northwest const of Haitl, near
Mole Bt. Nicholas, and Is recelving aup-
plies from Amerlean mources, nccording
to Information recelved by the Britieh
Admiralty today. Representations on this
matter miny soon be mide to the United
States, which Is sald to have been In-
formally ndvised of the situntion,

Bteamships from New York and New
Orleann are reported to have bhesn taking
coal and provisions to Mole 8t. Nicholas
for the Karlsruhe for severnl weeks,

Inquiries mnde of the Hatlan Govern-
ment by the British Minlster resulied
only In galnlng an admission that the
Karlsruhe might be near Mole 8t, Nicho-
Inr, but that nothing definite was known
becausn of the disturbed conditions in
Haltl,

While the Germans eay that the Karls-
ruhe has sunk only 11 Britigh vessels, it
ia belleved hare that the number of her
Victimn is much larger, The French cabla
lles between Port-au-Prince and Cape
Hultlan, and between Mole 8t. Nicholas
and Cape Haytlen cablea have been cut,
according to ndvices recelved by the Ad-
miralty, and this Is bolleved to have been
done by the Karlaruhe.

It 18 known that n vear ago the Ger-
man Government, seeking a naval station
In the Carlbbean, opened negotiations
with Haytl for a base nt Mole St. Nicho-
lne, which has one of tho finest harbors
In the world. Tt Is 1400 miles from New
York and 1000 miles from New Orleans,

Intimation that the Karlsruhe wans re-
celving its supplies from a port tn Haytl
wna contained In a report printed a
month ago exelu-'vely In this elty In the
EvExiNo LEnDoER.

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—The French
Cable Company admitted today that Ite
lines between Port Au Frince and Cape
Ha¥tlan and between Cape Haytlen and
Mole 5t. Nlcholas were not operating, but
it denfed having any Information that
they had been cut by the crulser Karls-
ruhe.

The company expects to have the cables
working again In a short time,
